“I Did Not 


Witness Claims Escape Hatch Crowded 


Like Look 


Of The Thetis—Dive” 


LONDON, July 11. 


DIVERS DISCOVERED damage to the forepart of 
the submarine Thetis. when they examined her on the 
seabed in Liverpool Bay, and they found evidence concern- 


.ing the position of the bow caps. 


The Attorney-General, Sir 
Donald Somervell, revenjed this 
when the inquiry into the Thetis 
disaster was resumed to-day, but 
he carefully stressed that the 
evidence go far was inconclusive. 

Evidence that there were 131 Davis 
escape sets aboard for a complement 
of 103 was given by a naval expert. 

Lieutenant Coltart, on duty with 
the accompanying tug, described the 
Thetis dive. When the Thetis open- 
ed her. main vents, she seemed light 
and the bows went down slowly. She 
submerged until her gun was awnsh 
and remained at this depth for 50 
minutes. 

- Saw Air’ Splash 

Then, Licutenant Coltart said, he 
saw an alr splash ond the - Thetis 
dlved horizontally and -falrly fast. 
He expected her to reappear at 
periscope depth, 

He did not ike tho look of the dive 
‘because the Thetis became heavy so 
quickly after appearing light.” 

Three-quarters of an hour later, as 
there was no sign of the periscope, he 
sent a signal ashore asking for in- 
formation regarding the duration of 
‘the dive. - 

Lieutenant Coltart explained that 
his purpose was to convey his 
-anxicty without causing alarm, which 
he did not-fcel. 


Radio Failed 

Licutenant Coltart added that he 
could not get through to tho shore 
sat.the tlme.

Instructed by their headmistress, 
Miss A. Macdonald, they ore weaving 
oll: sorts of cloth from raw wool, and 
are making, various articles that 
meet with a ready market. :

It was taken 
up enthus‘gstically by the girls, and 
soon the boys were also Interested 
and consiructed primitive spinning 
wheels. 

In, some causes the wheels are 
mercly tin Uds through which knit- 
ting needles are thrust.

The strike by compositora and printers’ employees in most of 


the Hongkong Chinese newspap 


ers and some job-printing firms 


which began suddenly on Monday night, developed a more scrious 
aspect yesterday when several cases of violence were reported, 


though of a minor nature. 


When, newspaper formes were be 
ing conveyed from the offlecs of the 
Chub Kong Yat Po to those of the 
Tal Ching Po for printing, plekets 
intercepted the man. and broke up 
the forme, Other instances of in- 
timidation have been reported, to the 
Seeretury of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion, ae 

Yesterday there seemed Ittle pras- 
pect of an early settlement of the 
dispute, 

The Proprictors' Association held 
a conference yesterday morning with 
Mr, M. K. Lo, after which they call- 
ed oon the Seeretary for Chinese 
Affairs, Mr, H. RJ Uutlers, Their 
attitude is that they will not accede 
tu the demands of the strikers, hav- 
ing already arrived at an agreement 
with the oll Union regarding hours 
of work and wages, - 


F Former Agreement 


The Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
stated yesterday that some time ago 
he held o meeting of representatives 
of the old Printers’ Union to try to 
arrange oan ongreement — regarding 
hours of work and wages in the 
Colony's printing trade generally. 

As a result of the negotintions on 
agreement was reached, the terms 
of which were that the men should 
work ten hours an day on a six day 

‘ week, and nine hours on n xix and 
a half day week; each establishment 
to make its own arrangements ‘re- 
garding minor details, These terma 
were necepted by the men and the 
proprietors.

Mr. O. E. C. Marton prosecuted, 
and Mr. F. H, Loseby appeared for 
Sykes. 

Stuf Sergeant-Mojor H. Lord, of 
the R.AS.C., said he met Sykes 
elther at the end of February or the 
beginning of March, when he went 
to’ his office wlth a personal Ietter 
ef introduction from the Chict Cleric 
of the Assistant Director of Trans- 
port, Chins Command. 

After reading the contents of the 
letter, Mr. Lord said he destroyed it. 
The letter was to the effect that 
Sykes waa representing a firm that 
was Interested in transport contracts, 
and requested him to do what he 
could for Sykes. 

At the outset, sald Mr, Lord, he 
had told Sykes it was a pity that he 
was not there a few wecks cartier, 
a3 0 transport contract had been 
drawn up for the year commencing 
on February 1, Sykes told him that 
he was representing Relinnee Motors, 
Lid. The interview was very short, 
as witness was busy. He told Sykes 
to send a formal application to the 
authorities from his firm. 


Letter For Coloncl.. 


On March 2, Sykes called again 
and brought with him «a letter 
addressed to Col. Henderson, and 
some catalogues. Sykes explained 
at length about -the varlous models, 
suying that even with short notice 
they could procure over 100 lorrics 
and about 70 cars, 

Witness told Sykes that there was 
no possible hdpe for a lorry contract 


contract until after August, 1939, 
Sykes was told that the only business 
he might be able to get, was special 
occasional services which were not 
covered by the contracts, -On one 
occasion witness pot very annoyed, 
and told Sykes not to call on the 
office continually, as it would not be 
any benefit to his firm. Sykes asked 
for xeneral information regarding 
transporta documents, but this 
was never piven to him. 

Later witness met Mr. #. A, Duff 
and Sykes in the St. Francis Hotel. 
He told Mr. Duff that all contracts 
had to go through the usual chan- 
nels. A few days Inter, Sykes called 
on witness and asked him for any 
Information which he could possibly 
give, as Mr.’ Duff was poling | to 
Shanghal. This was refused. Sylees 
was told that it took about three. to 
six weeks for contracts to be fled 
with the authorities before any could 
be sanctioned, .

N OBVIOUSLY grave situation 
is stendily coming to a head in 
the Far East. It hag been created, 
firstly, by the Japanese action In 
‘Tientsin, sccondly, by the Hlegal 
blocknde of Chinese ports, and, 
thirdly, ‘by the Japanese-sponsored 
anti-British movement in the Japan- 
ese occupied areas, culminating in 
the attacks on British property in 
Tsingtao yesterday. : 
Until recently there has been a 
disposition in some sections of 
British opinion to believe that the 
Javanese actions are excusable on 
-the--grounds - of military_necessity, 
but few people can still hold that 
belich. = 
The incitement of Chinese mobs 
to, attack British persons and pro- 
perty i+ creating a situation which 
may have the most serlous reper- 
cussions. The Chinese in the 
Japanese-occupied arcas, unhappily, 
must rely’ exclusively on Japanese 
sources of newa, and they are daily 
being fed with information inimical 
not only to the interests of their 
country and their countrymen, but, 
ftlso to Western Powers. The ‘type 
of war propaganda Japan-has been. 
feeding the Chinese in the occupied 
‘aren is similar in many respects to 
the types they are attempting vo 
feed us regarding the border 
operations at Outer Mongolia, This 
type of propaganda is comparatively 
innocuous in its ,effect, since the 
time must’ come when even the 
most illiterate person must wonder 
at repeated “victory” claims. Since 
the beginning of the Tientsin 
blockade, however, a new type of 
propaganda, which first made its 
appearance at Tientsin, has spread 
over North Chinn. It is propaganda 
openly directed ngalnst Grent Bri- 
tain, who is blamed as the country 
responsible for the prolongation of 
hostilities, as the Power for evil 
responsible for the hardships those 
Chinese in- the occupied arenas 
suffer. Constant repetition of this 
theme, especially when there are no 
meana of contradiction or of making 
known the truth, .may lead to in- 
cldents of a type which may make 
Tsingtao a minor affair. Many 
Chinese in the occupied area must 
indeed believe that Chinese resist- 
ance has collapsed; that Chiang 
Kal-shek has ‘been’ reduced to 
banditry, since this is the ine of 
news that has been constantly dis- 
seminnted by the Japaneso for the 
past twelve months. “From that be- 
Hof it ia but a step to tho. belief 
that the oppressors now are not the 
Japanese... : te 
Britnin is being provoked now to 
n more dangerous extent than herc- 
tofore. If it ‘continues, it fs un- 
likely that the British Government 
will contont itself with protesta,

But, 
working with him, was a young 
assistant, Count de Chardonncet, 
who was more interested in the 
Miving-mechanism by which the 
worms manufactured silk than In 
the death-mechanism of 
disease. 


E began to experiment

the process artificially. 

He tried.to make silk by. pulping 

the mulberry Jeaves on which the 
worms fed. 

At this time; Joseph Swan, the 
English rival of Edison ‘In the race 
to produce an electric: lamp, was 
trying to find a Mlament which 
would become incandcscent inside 
the bulb. He hit upon the devicc 
of producing, by squirting ccllu- 
lose aectate through Jets, an artl- 
ficial fibre, which when burned 
would become a.carbon Niament. . 

He made his Mlament, but he did 
not realise that.ho had found o 
new textile thread as well, Char- 
‘donnet Jumped in and patented 
the making of artificial threads in 
1684.. A year later, Swan's wife, 
ns an afterthought, exhibited fab- 
ries which sho had crocheted from: 
her husband's filnments at the 
London Inventions Exhibition. | 


ORKING with Swan. 
. were three men, Cross, 
: . Bovan and Topham. 
They saw that “the Old Man was 
on to something ” In his artificial 
Nibre. : : 
Cross nnd Bevan left Swan and 
began to experiment; , They pro- 
duced the first viscose, which now 
accounts for nearly 90 per cent. of 
the world’s production of rayon.

China’s 
Industry 


Co-Operative Movement 
In the Interior 


The work being done in China by 
the Chinese Industrial Co-operatives 
Movement was briefly outlincd at a 
general meeting of the Hongkong Pro- 
motlon Committee, held at the Chi- 
nese Merchants’ Club yesterday after- 
noon, by Mr. Rewil Alley, who has 
just arrived in the Colony from the 
interior, 


The object of the movement Is to 
develop Chinese industry on a co- 
operative basis and, according to Mr. 
Alley, great success haa been achiey- 


Poor districts have been trans. 
formed in many places Jnto active 
centres of industry and handicrafts, 
giving employment to large numbers 
of people and dolng away with the 
necessity for importing goods. 


Miss Ida Pruitt, Chairman of tho 
Hongkong Promotion Committee, pre- 
sided at the mecting and among those 
present were: The Rt. Rev, Bishop 
Hall, My. Ip Lan Chun, Madame Wu 
Te-chen, Mr. Shou J. Chen, Dr, and 
Mrs, Chan Han-seng, Miss Shiu Tak- 
hing, ‘Li Shu-pul, Miss Allee Kwok, 
Mr. T. Kol-liong, Miss Marion Dud- 
Icy and Mr, Edgar Snow. 


In her inroductory remarks, Miss 
Pruitt said she wished first of all to 
thank Hongkong, for Its gracious hos- 
pitality to the movement, 

Bishop’ Hall sald the great thing 
about the Co-operatives was that they 
were endtavouring to organise Indus- 
try in China on a. co-operative basis 
Instead of on capitalistle lines. It 
was not just an effort to make Chi- 
nese industries better in order to 
beat the Japanese. 


A Thousand Industrics 


Mr. Alley snid it was Just a year 
since he had left Shanghal and gone to 
Hankow with the British Ambassa- 
dor In order to help in the work of 
the Co-operntives. It was about 
Scptember. before the first office was 
sel up; but since then ‘the work had 
one on rapidly and successfully. In 
the north-west about 300 unemploy- 
ed had found employment bringing 
new life Into the homes where pre 
viously there had been despalr. 

To-day, over the whole of China, 
they had over a thousand small, ine 
dustrics in operation. They were 
sul only laying the foundations af 
the movement. Their hope wiis that 
eventually jt would grow to such 
proportions as to enable China to win 
the war and to win peace. 

“If the war stops to-morrow,” pro- 
posed Mr. Alley, “Chinn will still be 
dependant on Japan for her gootls, 
But If we ure able to set up 30,000 
small industries we wil! have somc- 
thing on which we can depend, and 
there will’ then be no necessity to 
depend on Japan.” ; 
Mr.-Alloy—sald -they- had -built-up 
ve headquarters, including one in 
the north-west, onc in Hongkong, one 
In the south-west and ‘one in the 
south-cast, from which operations 
were directed. 


Need For Organisers 


The need of the moment, said Mr. 
Alley, was for people who could: go 
out to China and win-the confidence 
of the people to act as intermediaries 
between the people and the cngincers. 

Mr. Alley snid that by this time 
next year, If they were able to get 
the support they expected, their ex- 
pectation of 30,000 industrial ven- 
tures would be somcthIng more than 
a dream, 

It was, he said, a diMcult job, but 
now was the tlme for China to get 
on with thls all important work. In 
peaca time there would be no hope, 
because there would then tmmediate- 
ly be an influx of:cheap goods. Now 
the position was quite different and 
everything they manufactured found 
u ready market, 


Rebuilding Industry : 


The movement, proceeded Mr. 
Alley, was growing rapidly in many 
directions. -In the north-west in one 
small city they had a co-operative hos- 
pital, a restaurant and o lodging 
house, 

Mr. Alley said that before the war 
there were In Shanghai some 4,800 
factories In the International Scttle- 
ment alone, The workers were 
treated Ike animals, but now they 
had the chance to build China’s [n- 
dustries in a proper way. 

In reply to a, question Mr. Alley 
sald that the raw materials for the 
industries came from China,. They 
were doing'a great ‘deal of research 
In this line. In the old days the raw 
materials came- from Shanghai, but 
now they were producing them on 
the spot. Hongkong had: sent {licm 
a very able chemical engineer who 
was doing splendid work. As a fc- 
sult of that work they were, for in- 
stance, now making foreign printing 
paper in,China, . :

The interview was with Stuart 
Weston, Staff Correspondent of the 
London “Dally Herold,” : 

“l have never seen and shall never 
see those who write with their 
troubles and seck my advice,” the 
G.O.M, told Weston, 

“I do my best to.answer them all. 
They seem to regard me as an Intel- 
lectual Aunt Sally.” 

‘A Sick’ Man : 

Even two months ago, Weston wrote 
in the “Dally Heratd," Havelock Ellis 
was a sick man, He had a throat 
complaint which made cating difficult. 
He was allowed to tall for only a‘ few 
minutes ata time. 

To the villagers he was "Mr, Ellis, 
the old gentleman who never’ yoes 
out." s 

Yet his conversition was as facile, 
his wit as plereing, his judgment as 
shrewd as ever; and his memory was 
unimpaired, 

“Yet for the life of me I cannot re- 
member how many books I have 
written,” he said, “but I must go on 
writing. That is my relaxation; it 
keeps me alive.

FAIL TO AGREE. |

Printers Refuse To 
Return To. Work 


Tho strilca by compositors and printers’ employces in most of 
the Hongkong .Chinese newspapers and some job-printing firms 
which began suddenly on Monday night, developed o more serious 


aspect yesterday when 
though of a minor nature. 


When newspaper formes were be- 
ing conveyed from the offices of the 
Chub Kong Yat Po to those of the 
Tai Ching Po for printing, pickets 
mitercepted the man and broke . up 
the forme. Other instances of In- 
timidation have been reported to the 
Sevretary of the Employers’ Associa- 
tion, 

Yesterday there seemed little pros- 
neet of an early setlement of the 
dispute. 

The Proprictors' Assoclation held 
a conference yesterday morning with 
Mr, M. K.-Lo, after whieh they call- 
ed on the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs, Mr. HH. R, Butters. Thelr 
attitude is that they will not accede 
.to the demands of the strikers, hav- 
ing: already arrived at an agreement 
with the old Union regarding hours 
of work and wages, 


Former Agreement 


The Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
stated yesterday thut some time ogo 
he held a meeting of representatives 
of the old Printers’ Union to try to 
urrange an agreement regarding 
hours of work and wages In the 
Colony's printing trade genernlly. . . 

As o result of the negotiations on 
ugreement was reached, the terms 
of which. wero that the men should 
work ten hours n day on a six day 
week, and nine hours on a six and 
a half day week; cach establishment 
to make its own arrangements re~ 
Rarding minor details. These terms 
were accepted by the men and the 
proprictors. 

“Later,” proceeded Mr, Butters, 
“A new Printers’ General Union wns 
formed by people who had tried and: 
faited to faln control of the old one 
and now. they have put forward 
Breater demands, The new Union 
is a small one. It was Invited by 
me to attend a meeting of represen- 
tutives-of-employers—and~ employees, 
but did not nttend, giving the excu: 

‘ that the letter was delayed in tran- 
sit und they did nat receive ‘it in 
time, 

“Negotintions are now going on, 
but the attitude of the employers, I 
Onderstond, is that they have alrendy 
come to an agreement with the old 
Union, which was accepted by both 
sides on uo six months’ trial, and 
they are therefore not willing to 
accede to the new demands.” ; 

A representative of the employers 
sald yesterday that they were un- 
willing to discuss terms with the 

‘strikers because they hod struck 
without warning. No negotiations 
had been started for better terms, 
and no notice had been given of any: 
intention to strike. 


Principle at Stake 

“This is .n small thing so far as 
the newspapers are concerned,” he 
suid, “But the general principle is 
oa big und important one. If we give 
In to these demands !t may result 
in other strikes in Hongkong. We 
do not wish to set a precedent.” 

Among the terms agreed upon at 
the meeting of the employers, em- 
Ployeea and the Sceretury for Chin- 
ese Affnirs, was that the men should 
get an allowunce fo $6 for board 
and. $2 for lodging, and eight holl- 
days per yenr, The men now ask 
$8 bonrd, $4 lodging and 21 holidays 
per year, .

Once holiday per week or no work 
on Snuturdoys, 

A bonus for compositors, -

In Sykes Case 


The caste for the prosecution 
agalnst Edward Davies Sykes, charge 
ed on two counts of obtaining moncy 
by false pretences, was ‘closed after 
Mr, W. A. H. Duff had been recalied 
for cross-exumination before Mr, E. 
Edwards ‘at the Central Magistracy 
yeslerdny. 

Sykes is charged with having 
obtained § $1,250 ‘on March 7, and 
$1,000 on March 14, from Messrs. 
W. A. H. Duff and J. A, Duff, of the 
Reliance Motors, Ltd., Hongkong, by 
falscly pretending that a tender 


'mnde by the Rellance Motors, Ltd., 


had been accepted by the Mllitary 
authoritics, : 

Mr. O. E. C. Marton prosecuted, 
and Mr, F. H. Loseby appeared for 
Sykes. ae: e 

Stal Sergeant-Major H. Lord, of 
the RASC, sald he met Sykes 
either at the end of February or the 
beginning of March, when. he went 
to hls oMce: with a personal letter 
ef introduction from the Chief Cleric 
of the Assistant Director of Trans- 
port, Chinn Command.: 

After reading: the contents of the 
letter, Mr. Lord snid he destroyed it. 
The letter “was to the effect. that 
Sykes was representing a firm that 
was interested in transport contracts, 
and requested him to do what he 
could for Sykes, 

At the outset, said Mr, Lord, he 
had told Sykes it was no pity that he 
was not there a few weeks carlier, 
as a transport contract had been 
drawn up for the year commencing 
on February 1. Sykes told him that 
he was representing Reliance Motors, 
Ltd. The interview was very short, 
as witness was, busy, He told Sykes 
to schd a formal’ application to the 
authorities from his firm. 


“Letter For Colonct 


On March 2, Sykes called ogaln 
and brought with him a letter 
nddressed to Col. Henderson, and 
some catalogues. Sykes explained 
at Icngth about the various models, 
saying that even. with short notice 
they could procure over 100 lorrics 
nnd about 70 cars, 

— Witness- told’ Sylkes-that-there “was 

no possible hope for a lorry contract 
until after Februury, 1940, and a car 
contract until after ‘August, 1939. 
Sykes was told that the only business 
he might be able to get, was specinl 
occasional services which .were not 
covered by the contracts. On one 
occasion witness got very annoyed, 
and told Sykes not to call on the 
office continunlly, as it would not be 
any benefit to his firm. Sykes asked 
for feneral {nformation regarding 
transportation documents, but this 
was never glyven to him. 

Later witness met Mr, J. A. Duff 
and Sykes in the St, Franels Hotel. 
He told Mr, Duff that all contracts 
had to go through the usual chan- 
nels, A few days later, Sykes called 
on witness and asked him for any 
Information which he could possibly 
give, as Mr. Duff was going to 
Shanghai. This was refused. Sykes 
was told that it took nbout three to 
six weeks for contracts to be fled 
with the authorities before any could 
be sanctioned, ar ; 

Witness said that all letters trom 
his office were posted in Hongkong 
and not Kowloon, 


- Reasons For. Arrest 

Mr, W. A. H. Duff was recalled for 
cross-cxamination by Mr. Loscby, 
and was questioned at great length 
regurding the locations and telephone 
numbers of the Rellance Motors Ltd., 
Messrs, C. V. Starr and Company, 
Metropolitan Motors Limited, and 
its affiliated companies, 

Mr, Duff was then questioned by 
Mr, Edwards as to the renson for the 
arrest of Sykes and the reply was 
that In the interests of the public, if 
a man went about swindling people, 
he should be stopped.

OBVIOUSLY grave situation 


N 
A is steadily coming to a head in 
the Far East. It has been created, 
firstly, by the Japanese action in 
Tientsin, secondly, by the illegal 
blockade of Chinese ports, and, 
thirdly, by the Japanese-sponsored 
anti-British movement in the Japan- 
ese occupied areas, culminating in 
the attacks on British property in 
Tsingtao yesterday. 

Until recently there has been a 
disposition in some sections of 
British opinion to believe that the 
Japanese actions are excusable on 
the-grounds-of—military--neceasity, 
but few people can still hold that 
belief. : 

The incitement of Chinese mobs 
to attack British persons and pro- 
perty [«.creating a situation which 
may have the most serious reper- 
cussions, The Chinese in the 
Japanese-oceupted areas, unhappily, 
must rely exclusively on Japanese 
sources of news, and they are daily 
being fed with information inimical 
not only to the interests of their 
country and their countrymen, but 
also to Western Powers. The type 
of war propaganda Japan has been 
fecding the Chinese in the occupied, 
aren is similar in many respects to 
the type they are’ attempting vo 
feed us regarding the border 
operations at Outer Mongolia. This 
type of propaganda is comparatively 
innocuous in its. effect, since the 
time must come wher even the 
most illiterate person must wonder 
at repeated “victory” claims. Since 
the beginning of the Tientain 
blockade, however, a new type of 
propaganda, which first made its 
appearance at Tientsin, has spread 
over North. China, It is propaganda 
openly directed againat Great Bri- 
tain, who is blamed as the country 
responsible for the prolongation of 
hostilities, us the Power for evil 
responsible, for the hardships those 
Chinese In the occupled areas 
ailffer, ' Constant repetition of ‘this 
theme, especinily when there are no 
-means of contradiction or of making 
known the truth, may lend to in- 
cidents of a type which may maka 
Tsingtao.’ minor -affalr, Many 
Chinese In the occupied area must 
indeed belleve that Chinese resist- 
ance has collapsed; that Chiang 
Kal-shek hous been reduced to 
banditry, since this is the typa of 
nows that haa been constantly dis- 
seminated by tho Japaneso for the 
past twolve months.

It is propaganda 
openly directed against Gret Bri- 
tain, who is blamed as the country 
responsible for tho prolongation of 
hostilities, as the Power for evil 
responsible for the hardships those 
Chinese in the occupied. ‘areas 
auffer. Constant repetition of this 
theme, especially wher there are no 
means of contradiction or of making 
known tho truth, may lend to in- 
eldents of a type which may make 
Tsingtao n. minot affair, Many 
Chinese in the otcupled area must 
indeed believe that Chinese reslst- 
unce has collapsed; that -Chiang 
Kal-shek has been reduced to 
banditry, since this is the type of 
nows that has been constantly dis- 
seminated by tho Japanese for the 
past twelve months.

The natural thing to do is to 
pray first, reason afterwards; for 
prayer is, somehow, instinctive. . 

Men prayed long before any one 
usked “Is it'any use?”

praying js, in a2 sense, to belleve in 
ayer, 

oerut you _cannot_ be expected to 
pray it you think “thereIsnothinit 
in it, and have this feeling all the 
time you are trying to do it. Nor 
is {t, after all, in strict accord. with 
Christinn teaching to pray only when 
you want something. .

It Ils pointed out that {f you seldom 
pray you cannot expect to find prayer 
real and satisfying, ; Like ae 
music, try, you ne ong and In- 
timate peauatntance with it to ensure 
full understanding and appreciation. 

This scems reasonable enough, and 
perhaps explains the “talking to 
nothing” feeling some of us get. 

To return to the other difficultics:

We know that prayer works 
our end, so lo speak; how it operates 
at the other Is, surcly, of secondary 
importance.

The theologinns have . puzzied 
themselves all down the centuries 
and have their theories, But the 
man who feels impelled to pray can- 
not wait for theories. : 

Certainly, prayer. seema Ike ask- 
Ing God to change His mind, or not 
to forget us, or let us off ightly 
when we have done wrong, Some- 
times it even appears as if we were 
telling Him what to do. 

But these crudities, it fs answer- 
ed, are only signs of your weakness. 
They merely prove how little we 
know and how heipiess we are. 


It appeers inevitable to think of 
God in human terms—as. a_ Father, 
Ustening to His children. No doubt, 
with even the best of us, our prayers 
are feeble, poor things. Our ideas cf
